‘The Taotai states that, owing to the 
frequent occasions on which Chinese 
merchants bad approached him on tl 
subject, the long delay before receiving 
the Senior Consul’s reply, and the 
urgency of the matter, he has alread; 
posted outside the Settlement the pro- 
clamation which was submitted, 
the proclamation as altered were now 
posted there would be differences 
‘between that posted inside and that 
ontside the Settlement ; this would not 
consort with the dignity of government, 
and he is afraid that the mercantile 
yn wonld object. refore
